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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Objections 

1. Claims 18-28 and 30-32 are objected to because of the following informalities: The 
objected claims depend on Applicant canceled claims . Appropriate correction is required. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

3. Claims 17 and 29 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Takahashi 
(JP10-3 12728). 

JP 728 teaches an encoder-switch assembly comprising: 

a first member 1 1 (figs 1 and 4) supported by a frame 1; 

the frame having a first part (left side of fig. 1) supporting the first member 11; 

the first member 1 1 being displaceable in relation to the second part; 

a coding member 12 rotate with the first member; 

means for returning the first member 6; 

means for detecting rotation 10; and 

switching means SI to S3 for indicating when the first member is displaced.
